FOOTBALLERS REACH THEIR GOAL OF FUNDRAISING FOR SAM

GENEROUS footballers turned out for a 
charity football tournament to help raise 
funds which will go towards helping a 
Wednesbury boy walk. 

Sam Fellows, five, suffers from cerebral 
palsy but has been told he is ready to have a 
life-changing operation by surgeons. 

Organised by Sam’s uncle Grant and 
other colleagues at building company 
Wates, about 40 players took to the pitch 
at The Way on School Street, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton on Saturday afternoon. Parents Jen and 
Simon and friends are busy collecting funds 
for Sam’s operation and aftercare and have 
already collected over £17,000 - part way to 
their target of £35,000 - after funding was 
pulled in March. 


Mum-of-two Mrs Fellows said she hopes 
the weekend’s fundraising bonanza will 
collect over £1,000 for the operation which 
will hopefully be completed next year. The 
tournament could bring in as much as £800, 
while a sponsored swim by friend Julie 
Green is hoped to have raised £500. 

Mrs Fellows, 37, of Park Lane, said: “If 
we can aim for February, March for the op¬ 
eration then come the summer he will be 
able to enjoy things a bit more. The sooner 
we can get to the target the better.” 

Last month Sam started reception class at 
Albert Pritchard Infant School in Wednes¬ 
bury and he is on the way to becoming a 
young celebrity. He will turn on Wednes¬ 
bury’s Christmas lights on November 25. 


His parents noticed he was struggling 
with his mobility and he was referred to Bir¬ 
mingham Children’s Hospital in mid-2013. 
By that September, he had undergone an 
MRI scan and two days before Christmas, 
Mr and Mrs Fellows were told Sam had di- 
plegic cerebral palsy, which causes constant 
tightness in muscles. 

Other fundraisers will include bag pack¬ 
ing at Willenhall’s Tesco store on Saturday 
and a Christmas Party at the Saddlers Club 
on December 21, with entertainment for 
children from 7.15-8.15pm and then fun for 
their parents featuring Britain’s Got Talent 
star Stuart Arnold.

Businesses lose days of trade while repairs carried out 


PHONE LINES CUT 
AS FIRM RAIDED 


BUSINESSES have had their premises trashed and lost 
days of trade after phone lines were sabotaged on a 
Wednesbury industrial estate. 

Manufacturing company Clevedon Fasteners, based on Old Park In¬ 
dustrial Estate, was ransacked after phone lines were cut, while other 
firms have lost days of trade with no access to phones or the internet. 
Raiders at Clevedon Fasteners stole a set of van keys and trashed an 
office, with West Midlands Police appealing for information. 

Neil Webster, the operations manager at 


the manufacturing company, said the busi¬ 
nesses had been experiencing faults with 
the telephone but did not ‘expect anything 
like this’. 

He told the Express & Star: “They cut 
the main telegraph line and then raided us. 
It’s the first time we have come across it as 
we have only been here five weeks. 

“We had been experiencing faults with 
the line but we didn’t expect anything like 
this. 

“I got a phone call in the evening off our 
security company who alerted us to what 
had happened. It left us without internet 
and telephone too. 

Dashboard 

“They ransacked my desk and found the 
key to the van but the odd thing was noth¬ 
ing was stolen. They ripped the dashboard 
off the transit van and police think they 
were after the tracking system. 

“It is concerning when we’ve only just 
moved here.” 

Another company affected by the phone 
lines being cut was BSJ Fixings, who have 
been based at the estate since 1999. 

Pally Sagoo, a director at the firm, re¬ 
vealed it was not the first time businesses 
on the estate had suffered, suggesting the

phone lines had been cut with a hacksaw. 
He said: “This has happened before and 
they come and cut the phone lines which 
disconnects our internet and other appli¬ 
ances. We feel it must be the same sort of 
people because they know what wires to cut 
and how the system works. 

“They cut them on the ground with a 
hacksaw and then it leaves the businesses 
without phones or internet all day. 

“It just seems like nothing can be done 
and it’s absolutely frustrating.” 

A West Midlands Police spokesperson 
said: “Police responded to reports of a 
break-in at a factory in Sandwell. 

“Clevedon Fasteners Ltd on Old Park 
Road in Wednesbury was broken into. 

“Four men forced entry to the building 
and stole a set of van keys; the van itself was 
not stolen. A fire door was damaged during 
the incident. 

“The investigation is on-going, anyone 
with information is asked to contact police 
on 101.” 

Around 10 businesses trade from the es¬ 
tate which has industrial units in three dis¬ 
tinct blocks.

Martial arts centre 
gets the thumbs-up 

A NEW gym and Chinese martial arts cen¬ 
tre has been given the go-ahead to open in 
the heart of West Bromwich. 

The Shaolin Mantis Project will deliver 
a ‘unique style of Chinese martial arts’, 
giving young people the chance to keep 
active and learn a new skill. 

Bosses behind the scheme also said 
they were hopeful the centre could help 
divert young people away from crime by 
giving them something different to do. The 
martial arts centre will open in Union Street, 
at the site of a former electrical suppliers. 

West Bromwich councillor Bawa Dhallu 
said: “I think it is a very good idea. It will 
help to keep more young people away 
from the street and create less problems.” 

ENERGY 

Power plant in the 
pipeline for town 

PLANS for a power plant in Oldbury 
have been submitted. A power gener¬ 
ating facility surrounded by 4.5 metre 
high acoustic fencing is proposed on 
land off Parsonage Street. 

It would be a Short Term Operating 
Reserve power generating facility, ca¬ 
pable of producing 20 megawatts and 
providing emergency reserves to the 
National Grid. 

The half hectare site will comprise of 
10 dual fuel generators within galva¬ 
nised steel containers.

Man is accused of 
obstructing trains 

A MAN has appeared in court accused 
of obstructing trains travelling on the line 
serving Sandwell and Dudley station. 
Trains were delayed in Wolverhampton 
last Friday. British Transport Police esti¬ 
mate that the total hold-ups for all services 
came to more than 36 hours and cost the 
rail industry £150,000. 

Joseph Bradley, aged 24 and of no fixed 
address, appeared before Walsall Mag¬ 
istrates’ Court on Monday charged with 
malicious obstruction connected with the 
incident. He was remanded into custody 
and is next due to appear before Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court on November 14.

The building, which was the former 
Blockbusters store in Dudley Road, has 
the specific purpose of collecting dona¬ 
tions of items from the public to sell 
in their charity shops, both locally and 
across the UK. 

The Donation Centre, was born from 
the need of more donations to stock The 
Salvation Army’s chain of charity shops 
- with the thought being that an out-of- 
town and purpose-built centre is more 
convenient than a small shop in the cen¬ 
tre of town.

increase in donations, together with a 
greater breadth of goods, including fur¬ 
niture and other household items. “I am 
very proud to be opening our new for¬ 
mat donation centre which will combine 
the ease of dropping off at one of our 
clothing banks with the friendliness of a 
charity shop,” said manager Dennis Hill. 

“I believe our new concept will help 
us make progress on our social, envi¬ 
ronmental and economical goals, all of 
which benefit the good causes we sup¬ 
port.”

outside the front will make it easy for 
everyone wanting to do some good with 
their unwanted items. There is also a 
small charity shop on site which will be 
selling a selection of the donations that 
aren’t sent to other shops.”

Rundown car park in 
line for redevelopment 


A DERELICT car park that sits 
opposite an arson-hit former 
Sandwell College building has 
been earmarked for redevelop¬ 
ment. 

Bosses have submitted an applica¬ 
tion for outline planning permission 
for the site in Crocketts Lane, Smeth¬ 
wick, claiming it would be ‘ideal for 
housing’. 

Council leader Steve Eling said ‘the 
sooner it gets redeveloped the better’. 

He explained: “At the minute I think it 
would be up for housing, as it is an ideal 
site for that. It would depend on the plans 
put forward but the sooner it gets redevel¬ 
oped the better 

“The council would not be the developers 
as we do not own most of the land around 
there so if housing was to be put on there 
then a suitable developer would be found. 

“I know that there were talks about link¬ 
ing in land with the redevelopment of the 
college site too, which is something that we 
are concerned about following the arson 
attacks, although it does not belong to us. 

Flames 

“All the area around there could do for 
redevelopment for housing - it is some¬ 
thing that we always welcome within the 
borough.” 

The derelict former Sandwell College 
building which sits opposite was targeted 
by arsonists for a fourth time back in Au¬ 
gust, as flames ripped through the remains 
of the site and road closures were put in 
place. The Smethwick campus closed when 
college courses were centralised by the 
opening of a £77m campus in West Brom¬ 
wich in 2012. 

A design and access statement provided 
in planning documents states: “Its previous 
use was for a car park which ceased in 2016. 
However since the relocation of Sandwell 
College to new premises in West Bromwich, 
the car park has been underused. 

“New development on the former college 
site for residential will not generate a need 
for its continued use. 

“Therefore, as it is located within a pri¬ 
marily residential area, redevelopment for 
housing would be considered the most ap¬ 
propriate use.” Council planners will make 
a decision in the coming weeks. 


Millionaire’s mansion to be built

PLANS to build a £4 million man¬ 
sion in Edgbaston have been given 
the green light by city planners - 
which will make it the most expen¬ 
sive residential property to ever go 
on Birmingham’s market. 

The seven-bedroom estate will 
feature a swimming pool, steam 
room, Jacuzzi, sauna, gym and a 
squash court. 

Birmingham City Council has 
given developers Woodbourne 
Group the go ahead to start work 
on the 46 Westfield Road property. 


It will be on 0.75 acres of land. 
The mansion has been given an 
estimated value of almost £4.1mil- 
lion. This beats the previous record 
in the city by half a million pounds, 
which was a property located in 4 
Woodbourne Road. 

The property will be boast 10 
bathrooms, seven of which will be 
en suite. 

It will also feature a drawing 
room, reception room, family room, 
dining room, a kitchen diner, dedi¬ 
cated laundry room, utility rooms, 


cloak store, an entrance hall and a 
tandem garage. But buyers will also 
be able to enjoy a swimming pool, 
Jacuzzi, steam room, sauna, gym, 
cinema, squash court, table tennis 
and snooker room and a luxury gar¬ 
den building. The mansion is due to 
be completed by early 2018. 

The start of its development 
marks the first stage in a £31.7mil- 
lion-pound pipeline for Wood¬ 
bourne Group since the relaunch 
of its development arm earlier this 
year. 


Travellers 
soon moved 
on under 
new powers 

TRAVELLERS were kicked off a site in 
Walsall in just 24 hours, under new pow¬ 
ers to take robust action against illegal 
camps. 

A court injunction granting Walsall 
Council greater powers to remove trav¬ 
ellers from sites across the borough in 
just 24 hours was recently granted. 

The council is just the third local au¬ 
thority in the country to successfully ob¬ 
tain an injunction from the county court 
and now has increased powers to restrict 
the setting up of encampments or anti 
social behaviour at 12 specific sites, in¬ 
cluding Delves Green Common, which 
was targeted by travellers recently. 

Approximately 14 caravans were en¬ 
camped on Delves Green on the after¬ 
noon of October 6, prompting Walsall 
Council to work with West Midlands Po¬ 
lice and Sandwell council to enforce the 
injunction and use its powers to remove 
the travellers. 

At around 1.30pm the following day, 
bailiffs enforced the order resulting in 
the travellers leaving the site. Three of 
the caravans then moved on to Manor 
Farm, Floyds Lane, Rushall in order to 
set up an unauthorised encampment. 
They were moved swiftly from that site 
and told that the council would enforce 
the injunction order across the borough 
as well as use its common law powers to 
move the travellers off its land. 

Councillor Sean Coughlan, leader of 
Walsall Council, said: “Walsall council is 
proud that by working on a multi-agency 
basis they have achieved this success.”

Last council-owned care home to go

CASH-STRAPPED Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil is set to close down the last coun¬ 
cil-owned care home in the borough. 

It follows a 12-week consultation 
by the authority about the future of 
Fountain Court, which cares for 16 
older people with dementia. 

Although ‘the majority of people’ 
who took part in the survey backed 
keeping the service running as it does 
at the moment, chiefs are set to de¬ 
commission the home. 

They were due to rubber-stamp the 
recommended decision at a meeting 
yesterday, Wednesday. 


A report to the meeting highlights 
how: “The majority of people engaged 
supported the ‘stay as is’ position.” 

However, the recommendation for 
the meeting is for ‘Fountain Court, 
Smethwick [to] be decommissioned 
and the current residents and staff 
be transferred to Sandwell Commu¬ 
nity Caring Trust, an alternative care 
home provider from the independent 
sector’. 

Council leader Steve Eling said: 
“We’ve been out to consultation on 
the future of Fountain Court. 

“It’s not viable - or certainly very 


difficult for it to be viable going for¬ 
ward. Clearly people would prefer 
it to remain open and that’s under¬ 
standable. 

“But the other preference is to 
move people on block from Fountain 
Court and that is what we will be 
doing along with Sandwell Commu¬ 
nity Caring Trust. 

“They will take over the running 
of Fountain Court and are building 
a new home. When that is completed 
people will move there. 

“I think we’re getting something 
which is the best of both worlds.” 


Food court opens up 

bringing in 35 jobs 


A NEW 150-seat food court has 
opened up for business in West 
Bromwich’s Queens Square shop¬ 
ping centre, offering a boost to 
town centre trade. 

The court, which includes new chains 
including Burger King, El Taco Loco and 
Roosters Fried Chicken, has created 35 
new jobs. 

West Bromwich Central ward councillor 
Bawa Dhallu said the new food court was a 
positive addition to the ‘thriving’ town centre. 

He said: “I very much welcome any new busi¬ 
nesses so was very pleased when I heard the 
news. 

“We are always encouraging people to come 
and visit West Bromwich and businesses to 
take up empty units. I think the town centre is 
thriving at the moment and there are also some 
big companies interested in moving in. 

“Hopefully one day all the shopping centres 
will be full. The more people that come to West 
Bromwich the better - I welcome this with 
open arms.” 

The new food court officially opened on Sat¬ 
urday. 

It is the latest positive step for the town cen¬ 
tre, which saw a new innovative market run for 
the first time earlier this month. 

Traders 

Online sellers using eBay and Gumtree have 
been encouraged to take part in the ‘Gum- 
bay Sunday’ market Gum-bay Sunday which 
launched on October 2 and offers a ‘collection 
point’ for online traders. 

Car boot sellers and established market trad¬ 
ers can also take up spots on the High Street 
market stalls and the specialist trading area 
between Kings and Queens Square shopping 
centres. 

Gum-bay Sunday is planned for the first Sun¬ 
day in every month with trading from 10am to 
4pm. Queens Square, which has over 50 units, 
has received multi-million pound investment in 
recent years. 

The centre originally opened in 1971 and is 
situated as the main retail link between New 
Square Shopping Centre and West Bromwich 
high street. 

Speaking about the new food court, a spokes¬ 
man for Queen Square Shopping Centre said 
earlier this year: “These additional retailers 
will simply strengthen an already up-and-com¬ 
ing area.”

resources at some sites. While some 
were affected by the junior doctor’s 
strikes in April which saw hospital 
bosses across the country forced to 
cancel thousands of operations and 
out-patient appointments. 

In the Black Country, the Royal 
Wolverhampton NHS Trust, which 
runs New Cross in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton and Cannock Chase Hospital, 
postponed the most between April 


and June this year. Chief executive 
David Loughton said: “We work hard 
to ensure that operations are able to 
proceed as scheduled, unless there is 
a clinical reason. 

“We would like to reassure pa¬ 
tients that operations are only can¬ 
celled as a last resort, usually when 
there is a high demand for emer¬ 
gency operations. Ensuring patients 
get safe and timely treatment is our 


priority.” A total of 137 appoint¬ 
ments were cancelled compared with 
84 by Sandwell’s hospital trust, 68 in 
Dudley and 37 at Walsall Manor. 

Philip Thomas-Hands, chief oper¬ 
ating officer at Walsall Healthcare 
NHS Trust, said: “The Trust does 
all it can to avoid cancelling patients’ 
operations on the day of admission 
as we appreciate how distressing and 
inconvenient this is for our patients.” 


Jail for fraudster who 
targeted pensioner

A GRANDMOTHER who 
fleeced over £35,000 from a 
‘vulnerable’ pensioner has 
started a 27-month prison 
sentence. 

Julia Brennan was also part 
of a £17,300 fraud on the same 
victim with her brother Timothy 
Hale, a 56-year-old builder. 

He was jailed at an earlier hearing 
while she was remanded on bail for 
pre-sentence and psychiatric reports. 

Hale targeted Ken Morris while pro¬ 
ject managing the construction of a 
£30,000 garage at the home of the 
71-year-old, who is hard of hearing 
and has failing sight. 

The victim had fought to get his 
money back after spending £19,500 
on a Mercedes that turned out to be 
stolen. He was awarded compensa¬ 
tion and even had a charge on the 
home of the seller but had not re¬ 
ceived a penny 10 years later. 

Training 

He explained the situation to Hale 
who - realising his unmarried client 
was wealthy - offered to get him a 
solicitor for £17,300 in 2012, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court heard. 

Mr Morris told the jury during a 
trial of the pair that he was given the 
impression that Brennan - who had 
no legal training - was the ‘lawyer’ 
when introduced to her by Hale. 

The victim gave her the ‘fee’ in 
two instalments while her co-defend¬ 
ant found a legitimate solicitor for 
the case - at a cost of £3,925. Hale 
pocketed the difference together with 
a further £3,000 collected in 2014 by 
pretending it was needed to evict the 
man who sold the stolen Mercedes. 

Meanwhile Brennan, aged 58, sys¬ 
tematically took over £35,000 more 
cash from Mr Morris in a six month 
period, suggesting it was a ‘loan’ that 
would be repaid from damages she 
expected for a dog bite.Both defend¬ 
ants were found guilty in the £17,300 
‘solicitor’ fraud while Brennan was 
further convicted in relation to the 
‘loan’ deception while Hale was sep¬ 
arately found guilty of the £3,000 
‘eviction’ swindle. All charges had 
been denied. 


Shocking trail of dumped rubbish

IT is the sort of sight you would expect to find at a tip 
or landfill site - but this is actually open land in the 
heart of the Black Country where an incredible amount 
of rubbish has been dumped. 

The trail of rubbish extends for dozens of metres at 
Turner’s Hill in Rowley Regis. 

Household waste, carrier bags and even a doll’s head 
are among the pile of rubbish at the site, which is off 
Portway Hill and a short distance from a huge phone 
mast which can be seen for miles around. 

The scale of the rubbish which has been dumped has 
caused disbelief and outrage in the area. 

A stunned Councillor Maria Crompton encountered 
the tip while driving past and couldn’t believe the 


fly-tippers had managed to dump so much waste with¬ 
out being seen. She said: “It’s absolutely disgusting. If it 
was brought in a lorry or van it must have had to have 
reversed in to drop it all off. “It looks like they have got 
through the gate to access the driveway. 

“Somebody must have seen something so if anyone did 
I hope they will come forward.” 

The clean-up process looks to have been made com¬ 
plicated as the land is thought to be owned by telecoms 
giant BT. 

Councillor Crompton said it was the worst example of 
fly-tipping she had ever seen. 

It is unclear how long it will take for the rubbish to 
be cleared. 


Clean-ups

Councillor Preet Gill, Sandwell 
Council’s cabinet member for pub¬ 
lic health and protection, said: “The 
Safer 6 campaign has got off to an 
excellent start, with a good mix of en¬ 
forcement and education from a wide 
range of partner organisations. 

“This builds on the work we do to¬ 
gether day in, day out to make a safer 
Sandwell and I look forward to more 
results across the borough over the 
coming weeks. Look out for events 
near you as the campaign continues.” 

The first week of the campaign has 
had a special focus on Tipton.

“It is designed to give people the 
opportunity to live as independently 
as possible while being able to access 
additional care and support.”

Burglar is 
traced by 
jumper at 
crime scene 

A ROMANIAN who burgled an el¬ 
derly couple’s bungalow while they 
slept claimed he was talked into it by 
a friend. 

Adrian Lacatus and at least one 
other burglar broke into the pension¬ 
ers’ Stourbridge home in the early 
hours of February 10. They stole 
items including an iPhone, a Samsung 
mobile and a sat-nav before fleeing 
after being disturbed by the husband. 

The 24-year-old admitted the bur¬ 
glary after a jumper he left at the 
bungalow was recovered by police who 
were able to match it with his DNA. 

Mr Jamie Scott, defending, said: “In 
interview my client states the offence 
was his friend’s idea. Mr Lacatus was 
drunk at the time and, while that 
should be quite properly treated as an 
aggravating feature, the fact he was 
drunk supported his suggestion that 
his friend took the lead and perhaps 
took advantage of him. 

“It is supported further by the fact 
that the goods taken were retained 
entirely by my client’s friend, who 
very shortly afterwards returned to 
Romania. My client drew absolutely 
no benefit from this offence at all.” 

The court heard how the couple 
- aged 70 and 69 - had been asleep 
when the burglars entered through a 
kitchen window at around 2 am. 

Lacatus, of High Street, Lye, was 
arrested in July. Last week he was 
jailed for 28 months at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court. 

A victim statement said the couple 
had suffered physical and mental dis¬ 
tress in addition to financial loss.

THE £1 billion regeneration of Bir¬ 
mingham New Street station has 
scooped the biggest award in the UK 
property industry, hailed as UK Pro¬ 
ject of the Year. 

The Royal Institute of Chartered 
Surveyors unveiled the winners of 
its Grand Final at London’s Hilton 
in an event hosted by TV personality 
Gethin Jones.

Council chiefs scrap 
bonfire night at park 


A BONFIRE and fireworks display 
in Tipton has been axed after coun¬ 
cil bosses admitted the event had 
failed to live up to expectations. 

The display at Jubilee Park will not be 
returning next month as Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil leader Steve Eling said the authority 
had decided to focus on the two main dis¬ 
plays in West Bromwich and Smethwick. 

The fireworks show was moved to Jubilee 
Park last year as a safety precaution after a 
stray rocket flew into the crowd at Wednes- 
bury’s Brunswick Park. 

But chiefs have now had a rethink and de¬ 
cided to cut the number of Bonfire Night events 
in the borough to two. Thousands of people are 
expected to descend on Victoria Park, Smeth¬ 
wick, on November 4 and Dartmouth Park, 
West Bromwich, on November 5. 

Councillor Eling said: “We have decided to 
concentrate on the two main events in West 
Bromwich and Smethwick. Jubilee Park didn’t 
work as well as we would have expected and 
that was shifted from Brunswick Park because 
it ended up not being suitable. 

The view was that it was better for every¬ 
body with two big events that can cater for a 
lot of people. 

Accident 

“Everybody will still have access to two re¬ 
ally good bonfire and fireworks events in a way 
that are practical to deliver. 

“People are happy we are keeping these 
events going. In the current circumstances, 
these are the sort of things that disappear.” 

Councillor Eling also said having just the two 
main events would be easier to manage after 
the accident which marred the Wednesbury 
show in November 2014. 

One man was left with a perforated ear¬ 
drum after being struck by a firework while a 
23-year-old man and a seven-year-old girl were 
also hurt. 

A report into the incident found the fire¬ 
works display had gone ahead despite safety 
warnings from pyro-technicians. 

The event was subsequently axed from Brun¬ 
swick Park and moved to Jubilee Park, the first 
time since 2007 a fireworks display had been 
held at the Tipton park. 

Councillor Richard Marshall, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for leisure said: “ We will continue to have 
an event in the north and the south of the bor¬ 
ough.”

Tax claims 
on health 
company 
sicken me 

THE chances are that when you visit your 
GP, you do not give too much thought 
to the nationality of the company which 
runs the practice, still less its tax affairs. 
As long as the doctor makes you better, 
the admin side is not your concern. 

Even so, it must surely come as a bit 
of a surprise to the thousands of Black 
Country patients who this week discov¬ 
ered thanks to some excellent investi¬ 
gative reporting from the BBC’s health 
correspondent Michele Paduano that 
Mailing Health, which runs surgeries in 
Dudley, Sandwell and Wolverhampton, is 
owned by a parent company in the Ba¬ 
hamas. 

Even more controversial is the reve¬ 
lation that the NHS contractor has been 
using taxpayers’ money to pay 20 per 
cent interest on a loan from the said par¬ 
ent company in the sun-kissed tax haven. 
As a general rule, I think people are too 
keen to get on their high-horse about tax 
avoidance. Most of us pay as little tax as 
possible, given the chance. It is why we 
take out Isas and ask our financial advi¬ 
sors about ‘tax efficient’ investments. 

However, at a time when we are con¬ 
stantly told how NHS resources are under 
pressure, can it really be right that doc¬ 
tors’ surgeries are sending NHS money 
abroad? If they really need to borrow 
money, which I suspect they don’t, their 
high-street bank will loan it at a fifth of 
that rate. GP services are supposed to be 
about caring for patients, not playing city 
whizzkids.

DOZENS of artworks have gone on display in Wolver¬ 
hampton including an exhibition dedicated to change. 

Wolverhampton Society of Artists has held one show once 
every 12 months throughout its 100 years but it is returning to 
the art gallery on Lichfield Street for the second time in 2016 by 
popular demand, such was the success of the first display 

Seventy pieces are on show and will be available to view until Novem¬ 
ber 13. 

As well as the usual array of different works from members, the group 
has taken the opportunity to hold its first themed exhibition which is 
inspired by metamorphosis - the process of dramatic change or trans¬ 
formation. 

The idea was the brainchild of the society’s resident professional snap¬ 
per Chris Manley. 

Digital 

Society member Carol Widenbar said: “We have one section on meta¬ 
morphosis alongside the usual collection of works from members. It is a 
new idea this year to have a theme. 

“There are one or two digital artworks for the first time. Although we 
are an old and established society we are trying to get ourselves into the 
21st century. 

“So our professional photographer Chris had the idea that because this 
was the first time we were embracing the digital form and the first time 
we were having a theme, that it should be around the reflection of change 
which or course is metamorphosis. The digital artworks are all original 
which have involved a computer in some way. We have not accepted pho¬ 
tographs as that exists as another form.” 

The works were all submitted anonymously. Among those to look out 
for includes Ms Widenber’s ceramic rhinoceros which she said was an 
‘experiment that turned out to be quite cute’. 

Another work sure to catch the eye is Sarah Stokes’ Through the Look¬ 
ing Glass which uses oil on glass to depict an eye. Visitors should also look 
out for Julia Timmins’ Guineafowl wood carving.

Hundreds 
of homes 
set for city 

COUNCIL chiefs in Birmingham are 
set to build more than 500 new homes 
- at a cost of £64 million. The city 
council was due to back a major new 
house building programme. 

This new homes plan will come 
through the council’s Birmingham 
Municipal Housing Trust for the re¬ 
development of the Bromford estate, 
near the Fort shopping centre. 

A total of 225 new homes - 168 for 
affordable rent and 57 for sale - will 
be built at a cost of £28m. 

Alongside the house building pro¬ 
gramme, cabinet will also be asked to 
approve the development of a 300 flats 
and houses for rent through council 
company INReach at a cost of £36m. 

Council leader John Clancy said: 
“It’s clear there will be no ‘one-size- 
fits-all’ solution as we address the 
growing housing needs in Birming¬ 
ham. The city must build a range of 
homes, including social housing.” 


a monitoring visit from the schools 
Davey Road, is improving. 

The situation has been helped by the 
appointment of a new principal Pank 
Patel, the former regional schools 
commissioner. The report says ‘sen¬ 
ior leadership has been strengthened 
by the appointment of the principal’ 
while work has been carried out to fix 
safeguarding issues. 

It states: “The school’s leadership 
has acted quickly to address the areas 
for improvement identified by the pre¬ 
vious inspection. Safeguarding proce¬ 
dures now have high importance.” 

Inspectors said ‘staff demonstrate a 
high level of awareness of their safe¬ 
guarding responsibilities’ and ‘pupils 
who spoke with inspectors said that 
they feel safe and know how to keep 
themselves safe in a wide range of sit¬ 
uations’. 

They also praised pupils’ ‘engage¬ 
ment in their learning’ and said 
‘behaviour in lessons is of a good 
standard’ - as a result ‘high-quality 
learning takes place and pupils are 
able to demonstrate the progress they 
make during a lesson’. 

Mr Patel is previously head of Wood 
Green Academy in Wednesbury. 

Mr Patel, who joined last month, 
said: “It is a pleasure to have returned 
to headship, particularly at an acad¬ 
emy that serves a community I am pas¬ 
sionate about supporting. There is so 
much potential here, as demonstrated 
by Ofsted’s monitoring report.”

A SPECIAL scheme has launched at 
Blackheath Library and promises to 
give library membership to all recep¬ 
tion-age children in Sandwell.

Ghostly figure caught on 
camera at Back to Backs 



A BLACK Country moth¬ 
er claims she captured 
a ghost on camera at a 
West Midlands tourist 
attraction. 

Ella Reeve, aged 30, snapped 
the ethereal figure during a visit 
to the Birmingham Back to Backs 
museum - a 19th-century court¬ 
yard of working people’s houses 
run by the National Trust. 

The mother-of-two, from Wolver¬ 
hampton, had been to visit with her 
81-year-old nan, as her late grandad 
was brought up in similar houses and 
she wanted to see how he might have 
lived. 

Miss Reeve said the historic museum 
gave her a ‘weird feeling’ - but she had 
no idea she’d captured a spooky spec¬ 
tre on camera until she got home and 
looked through her pictures. 

Devastated 

She said she is adamant there 
was no-one else in the room and is 
convinced she managed to capture a 
ghost on camera. 

“My grandad died two years ago, 
when he was 93, and I was absolutely 
devastated - we were so close,” she 
said. 

“I’d heard about the museum and 
knew he grew up in houses like that, 
so I wanted to visit to get that nostal¬ 
gic feeling and feel a bit closer to him. 

“When we went in I got a bit of a 
weird feeling and it was all a bit eerie - 
but it seemed fine when we were walk¬ 
ing around. 

“When we went into one room, I was 
left in there on my own as everyone 
else carried on upstairs and I decided 
to get a quick picture before joining 
them. 

“When I was in there I got a really 
funny feeling - it went ice cold, and

I was all tingly and the hairs on the 
back of my neck stood up. 

“But I didn’t think too much of it, 
and carried on around the museum. 

“When I got home and was scrolling 
through my pictures, I saw on one of 
them there was a white mist - but I 
thought maybe it was just the flash of 
my camera. 

“But when I looked at the one from 
the bedroom, I could see a shadow - 
even though nobody had been in the 
room with me. 


“I knew it wasn’t mine - the outline 
didn’t fit with my shape, and it looked 
like a man’s shadow. 

“As I looked closer, I saw there was 
no shadow on the bed, just the wall - 
if someone had been in there with me 
the shadow would’ve fallen on the bed 
as well.

WINNERS of a special apprenticeship 
awards scheme, set up to honour the 
memory of a Sandwell Council worker 
who was killed in the Tunisian ter¬ 
rorist attack last year, have been an¬ 
nounced. 

The three Sandwell Council appren¬ 
tices had their achievements recog¬ 
nised at a special ceremony marking 
the first Adrian Evans’ Apprenticeship 
Awards. 

Adrian, aged 49, who was the au¬ 
thority’s gas services manager, was 
killed last June, while on holiday 
with his father, Pat Evans, aged 78, 
and nephew Joel, aged 19. Younger 
nephew Owen, then aged 16 survived 
the atrocity. 

The Adrian Evans’ Apprenticeship 
of the Year was won by Matthew 
O’Toole, aged 21, a trainee neighbour¬ 
hoods repairs clerk in the voids team 
who was presented with his award by 
Adrian’s sister Suzy. 


Adrian’s mother, Maureen Evans 
also attended the event. 

Matthew, aged 21, who was nomi¬ 
nated by his manager, Dawn Jones, 
joined the voids section - which gets 
council homes ready for new tenants 
- two years ago, on a voluntary basis 
and then secured his apprenticeship. 

He is now working towards a Di¬ 
ploma in Business Administration. 

Matthew was praised by his bosses 
for his determined, yet friendly ap¬ 
proach, his keen eye for detail and his 
eagerness to learn new skills. 

And Matthew also contributes to 
a council-run project for young peo¬ 
ple called MOTIV8 which focuses on 
building young people’s confidence 
and employment skills. Matthew 
said: “I’m very happy to have won the 
award as there was some strong com¬ 
petition from colleagues. 

“It’s also a great honour to be the 
first person to win this extra-special 


award set up in Adrian’s memory.” 

Two other awards were made at the 
presentation. Zoe Scriven, aged 18, 
was awarded Office Apprenticeship of 
the Year for her work as an apprentice 
visitor services assistant at the Oak 
House Museum in West Bromwich. 

Zoe, nominated by her manager 
Cherie Wilkinson received praise for 
the great initiative she shows on a 
daily basis, organising her own work¬ 
load and often working at different lo¬ 
cations and changing her hours to suit 
the needs of the business. She is also 
a mentor for seasonal staff and work 
experience students. 

She has completed a NVQ Level 2 in 
customer services and is now working 
towards her Level 3 award. 

The other award winner Ryan Rob¬ 
erts, aged 21, collected the Craft Ap¬ 
prenticeship of the Year for his work 
as an apprentice electrician also in the 
voids section.

Anil stands up for fair 
treatment across board

ANIL BHOGAL 

Security Officer 



WITH A LOVE of fine dining 
and highly-developed moral 
principles, Security Officer 
Anil Bhogal is a well-respect¬ 
ed member of the security 
team at Sandwell and West 
Birmingham Hospitals NHS 
Trust. 

Standing up for safety, justice, 
and fairness, Anil can be found 
working the night shift at City 
Hospital every other week and 
is one of the trust’s Freedom to 
Speak Up Guardians. 

A key position, Anil was appointed 
to this new role in the summer, to sup¬ 
port staff to raise their concerns and 
help the trust to make positive change 
happen. 

To do this he reports directly to the 
chief executive. 

The 28-year-old, from Pipe Hayes in 
Birmingham, has been with the Trust 
for three years now, and in that time 
he has seen more than most. 

Incidents 

“My role in the security team is 
to control and resolve conflict while 
maintaining a safe and secure environ¬ 
ment for all,” Anil explained. 

“Sometimes people get aggressive, 
sometimes people get violent, and 
sometimes there are high-risk inci¬ 
dents that have to be dealt with calmly 
and carefully. 

“But there is definitely no such 
thing as a typical shift - some nights 
we can be dealing with what feels like 
a hundred callouts, and sometimes we 
only have one or two.” 

Anil works on a one-week-on/one- 
week-off schedule, and when he works 
on his hours are 7pm- 7am the follow¬ 
ing morning. 

“It can get tiring, but I do really 
enjoy this working schedule,” Anil 


said. “But I go into every shift excited 
because I don’t know what it will hold. 

“With my security team I help keep 
thousands of staff, patients, and mem¬ 
bers of the public safe, and that alone 
is motivating. 

“It means that staff can treat, pa¬ 
tients can be treated, and visitors can 
come and go safely.” 

“I have always wanted to work in 
security. In my working life I have 
worked within several different secu¬ 
rity sectors, but I wanted to work in 
the NHS because it’s an important 
national institution where I have been 
really able to feel I am making a dif¬ 
ference. 

When asked about his personal NHS 
Hero, Anil talked very fondly of Peter 
Finch, the Trust’s former head of se¬ 
curity. 

“Peter gave me the opportunity 


to work within the NHS, which has 
changed my life for the better. 

“And I see him as a role model 
because he has big dreams and has 
worked hard to achieve them. 

“He believes so passionately in 
healthcare security and he was keen 
to see us go far in our professional de¬ 
velopment, whether that be as security 
officers or managers in the wider field. 

“He has had a lot of input in helping 
us learn, and I really appreciate the 
time and effort he put into our team.” 

Anil, an avid traveller, loves going 
on trips abroad in his weeks off. He 
is at home in the gym and trains six 
times a week. 

“I love living a healthy lifestyle. 
When I’m not at work I love to do 
bodybuilding and mixed martial arts.

BIEBER fever has taken hold 
in Birmingham where over 
two nights some 30,000 fans 
of the 22-year-old pop me¬ 
gastar were filling the city 
centre arena. 

But don’t scream whilst Justin 
is talking. He doesn’t like it. 

“Screaming is abhorrent,” the mul¬ 
ti-million-album selling Canadian icon 
of cool told the fans on Monday night 
when his call for hush was not fully 
respected. “Do me a favour, relax for 
a second. Take a chill pill,” said the 
baggy-panted pop phenomenon, brow 
briefly furrowed under backward base¬ 
ball cap. “It doesn’t feel like I am being 
heard.” 

It was one of a couple of odd mo¬ 
ments, the other being his elongated 
drum solo which seemed strangely out 
of place in such a hi-tech state-of-the- 
art spectacle of a show. And what a 


show. High definition graphics meant 
it was sometimes hard to work out 
what was real and what was digital 
trickery. This was a concert for the 
Xbox One generation. 

Bieber himself popped up and down 
like a jack in the box via various trap 
doors and elevators after appear¬ 
ing first in a perspex box scrawling 
the title of the opening song, Mark 
My Words, on the walls. Then came 
Where Are U Now with Bieber joining 
his team of gymnastic dancers in the 
jerky, semi-robotic dance routine that 
has become his trademark. 

There were 21 songs in his one hour 
and 45 minute set, built around an 
intermission that seemed designed 
to sell more merchandise with a Bir¬ 
mingham only T-shirt available in the 
break for £30. Most came from latest 
album Purpose, which gives this 123 
concert tour its name. 

But a couple of old favourites got 
some of the biggest cheers, including 
Boyfriend and a revamped version of 
his breakthrough hit Baby. Since he 


last performed the latter in Brum, Bie¬ 
ber has grown up fast, gone bad boy 
and then reformed, gaining millions 
more fans and about 50 tattoos. 

He proved he can sing with an 
acoustic interlude, sat upon a red vel¬ 
vet couch and strummed his guitar for 
a version of Major Lazer’s Cold Water 
and his recent hit Love Yourself. 

Other highlights included Company, 
where Bieber and co took off over the 
arena somersaulting on a trampoline, 
and the tick-tock terrific What Do You 
Mean? 

He did get briefly philosophical on 
the subject of Purpose, before plugging 
the merch one last time before the 
encore. Sorry, sent fans home happy 
just after 11pm. I know his Purpose, 
to make shed loads of money and 
brilliantly catchy R&B flavoured pop 
songs. He does it very well. I’ve seen 
his fate and I am a Belieber. 

He’s back in the West Midlands to 
play the Genting Arena at the NEC on 
October 24 but that’s sold out too.

Ant-fraud probe saves 
taxpayers £l.2m in year 


ANTI-FRAUD investigations by 
Wolverhampton council and Wol¬ 
verhampton Homes saved tax¬ 
payers an estimated £1.2 million 
last year, figures have revealed. 

The investigations team uncovered 
38 cases of Wolverhampton Homes 
tenancy fraud such as false applica¬ 
tions and non-occupation of proper¬ 
ties. 

The estimated value of this fraud was 
£684,000. The update also showed there 
had been 931 cases of people falsely claim¬ 
ing the single person council tax discount 
with an estimated value of £230,000. 

It also revealed a total of 16 cases of Wol¬ 
verhampton Homes properties being ille¬ 
gally sublet - estimated at £288,000. 

Priority 

Some of the more audacious frauds un¬ 
covered included a woman claiming to be 
homeless and sleeping on a sofa with her 
children forced to stay with relatives. She 
had applied for a council house, but after 
investigation it was revealed she was not 
homeless at all and was actually living in a 
privately rented home. Her application was 
cancelled. 

In another case, a man claimed to have 
five children living with him in an over¬ 
crowded house which gave him a higher 
priority on the housing waiting list and the 
offer of a three bedroom council property. 

Investigations revealed that in fact only 
two children lived with the man and the 
property was not overcrowded. The housing 
offer was withdrawn. 

The man refused to admit that he had 
lied on his application and took the coun¬ 
cil to court to try to get the decision over¬ 
turned. The judge ruled in the council’s 
favour, dismissed the case and awarded the 
council costs of almost £6,000. 

Councillor Craig Collingswood, chairman 
of the council’s audit and risk committee, 
said that investigating fraud and protecting 
the public purse was an important priority.

Bonehead 


remembers 
there, even now 


being 

T hey were the biggest 
band on the planet - in 
1996, Oasis had the 
world at their feet. 

They were the acme of rock ’n’ roll. They 
drank champagne, snorted cocaine, hung 
out with supermodels and flicked the finger 
to waiting paparazzi. 

Prime ministers and Hollywood A-lis- 
ters wanted to be their mates. Their two 
Knebworth gigs held 250,000 fans but 
received ticket applications from 2.6 million. 
No band, other than The Beatles during 
the 1960s, had had such a profound effect 
on the nation’s culture and psyche. So 
when Oasis booked Abbey Road Studios 
to record their third album, Be Here Now, 
the stakes could not have been higher. After 
the success of (What’s The Story) Morn¬ 
ing Glory, they had everything to lose and 
nothing to gain. 

At the time of its release, Be Here Now 
was the most popular record of all time. 

It received unanimous and truly amazing 
praise from critics. It shipped 424,000 
copies in the UK on the first day of its 
release and 696,000 by the end of the 
week, making it the fastest-selling album 
in British history. And though history has 
been unkind to the record, re-evaluating 
its artistic merit, it remains a sensationally 
popular record. Lauded as being the most 
effusively praised record since Sgt Pepper’s 
Lonely Hearts Club Band, Be Here Now 
was a unique recording. 

Difficult 

Rhythm guitarist Paul ‘Bonehead’ Arthurs 
recalls: “The sessions were difficult. We’d 
reached the height at that point and we 
couldn’t make a move. Wherever we went, 
there was paparazzi and the whole media 
circus. All eyes were on us.” 

It could have been so different. There 
was a moment, at the start of Be Here Now, 
when Oasis could have exceeded expec¬ 
tation - when they could have justified the 
hype. 

The album is now being remastered and 
reissued in October to commemorate 20 
years since they started to record it. It will 
include the original demos laid down for 
the album, and these are what Bonehead 
remembers fondly. “Noel brought back 
the demos from Mustique,” he reminisces. 
“They were incredible, they weren’t usual 
Noel demos. Normally he’d send them with 
one or two acoustic guitars and a vocal 
and it was great. But he came back from 
Mustique and there were keyboards, bass, 
harmonies - they were fully fledged songs. 

It was really f***ing exciting. 

“And then we were booked into Abbey 
Road, which is iconic. But from there, it 


just went downhill. The papparazi were 
breaking into the studio, looking for drugs, 
looking for a story. I was staying in an 
apartment with Owen, the producer, which 
was next door. We were living and sleeping 
there. But we had to put a disguise on be¬ 
fore going to the shops in the morning.” 

On Definitely Maybe and (What’s The 
Story) Morning Glory, Oasis had been 
able to switch off and focus when it came 
to recording. They were afforded no such 
luxury for Be Here Now. “Our sacred space 
was the studio. 

“No matter how big or small you are, 
you shut the doors and get on with it. But 
the media circus was always in the back of 
our mind. Owen and I were in the apart¬ 
ment next door and it should have been 
incredible. 

“But when I wanted to nip to the pub with 
Owen for a pint I was told I wasn’t allowed. 
We couldn’t do it. We had orders from the 
office. There were paps outside.” 

Scrutiny 

The record was made when the band 
were on the crest of a wave. They had no 
complaints about the fuss and scrutiny that 
surrounded them. They were living out their 
dreams. “It was mind-blowing at the time. It 
all happened so fast,” adds Bonehead. “It’s 
what we lived and breathed and what we 
wanted to do from the start. We wanted it 
more than anyone, we believed more than 
anyone. But poor old Liam would open his 
bedroom curtains and 40 f***ing cameras 
would be snapping away. I think he dealt 
with it admirably. I think he still does.” 

Be Here Now was the definition of 
ambition. While other bands were making 
three-and-a-half-minute Britpop songs, Oa¬ 
sis were recording nine-minute epics like All 
Around The World with 40-piece orchestras. 

“Noel had that song from back at The 
Boardwalk, in Manchester. It could have 
gone on the first album but he said he 
wouldn’t release it until he had a 40-piece 
orchestra. And by the time of Be Here Now, 
we could afford that. Now there’s a man 
with a vision. He knew, even before the first 
album, where he was going. 

Professional 

“You know, the album eventually got 
slagged off. And as the years go by, even 
Noel has slagged it. But I personally love 
it. My Big Mouth, Magic Pie - what great 
tunes.” Drugs were as common as tea, 
though Bonehead tended to steer clear. 

“Yeah, there’s all the drugs. And if Noel 
says he was doing a lot of cocaine then he 
was doing a lot of cocaine. But one thing’s 
for sure, Noel wasn’t snorting 10 minutes 
before he was putting a guitar part down, 
he wasn’t doing it before he went on stage. 
We were too professional for that. I certainly 


wasn’t doing cocaine. On a Friday night 
I’d go home to my family while the others 
partied.” 

As a live act, there was no-one better in 
the world. During the mid-to-late-90s Oasis 
were on fire. That meant they never had a 
day off, which led to inevitable problems. 

“There were loads of incidents, Liam 
would be like, ‘f*** this, you can f***ing 
sing, I’m not doing this gig. I’m going to go 
and buy a house’. From day one to Kneb¬ 
worth, it was constant, man. In hindsight, 
maybe we should have taken a break. 

“There should have been time to buy a 
car, have a holiday or buy a house. But we 
didn’t. We kept going and going and going. 
We didn’t complain. But s*** happens on 
tour. 

“Generally you’re big boys and it’s 
forgotten the next morning. I had a good 
relationship with everyone. And I’m closer 
to Liam now than I’ve ever been in my 
life. I always used to say I was the rhythm 
guitarist and tour psychiatrist. If there was a 
little fallout when we were hurling down the 
motorway, I’d be the one pulling Noel and 
Liam apart and telling them to get over it 
and sit down. I always did jump in.” 

Iconic 

Bonehead remembers the colossal 
nature of Knebworth - the iconic gigs that 
recently celebrated their 20th anniversary. 
Flying around the site by helicopter showed 
him the magnitude of the gig. “It was 
massive. It was enormous. Just walking 
on stage and hearing the crowd: I’ll never 
forget that. Then John Squire joining us for 
Champagne Supernova was a total buzz. I 
was a fan-boy on stage when John Squire 
came on. 

“When I first heard the demo for Cham¬ 
pagne Supernova, I cried. I’m a Cancerian, 
so I’m pretty weepy. I’m nearly crying now. 
Noel had the song and he played it. We’d 
had a few beers. It was amazing.” 

It’s been 20 years since the start of Be 
Here Now and Bonehead’s had time to take 
stock. When Oasis were huge, he didn’t 
dwell. Life moved too quickly for him to 
think. The safest place was in the eye of the 
hurricane. 

“We didn’t have a laptop. We couldn’t 
Google ourselves or look on Twitter so we 
couldn’t see what was going on. We didn’t 
even have mobile phones. We were just

hurtling round the world doing it and 
leaving this trail behind us. 

“I didn’t really realise how big it got. It 
really took me two years after leaving the 
band to work it out. I got my head round 
it in 2001/2 - that was when I realised it. 
Before that, it was a rollercoaster, let’s go 
for it.” 

He’s in touch with Liam every day. “I’m 
very close to him. We try to get away and 
have a weekend in Europe or go and 
have a week away.” 

He left when he knew he could no 
longer give it 100 per cent. “We were 
recording Standing on the Shoulders 
of Giants in France,” he said. “It should 
have been the best time ever but it just 
felt a bit flat to me. There wasn’t that 
spark. You couldn’t be in that band and 
not give 100 per cent. Anything less, 
you had to go. I wasn’t going to lie. I sat 
down and said ‘it’s time to go’. I’ve never 
regretted it. I just wanted to spend a bit of 
time with my family.”

Lots Tor write home about 
after stay in Darwin Forest

FOR the perfect get-away-from-it- 
all holiday, in the heart of one of the 
most beautiful parts of the country, 
look no further than Darwin Forest 
Country Park near Matlock. 

Bringing nature to the fore, luxurious 
facilities and backed by an enviable eco¬ 
logical ethos, this beautiful 44-acre park of 
pine lodges - set among some of the most 
spectacular landscapes in Britain - is ideal 
for both families and couples, looking for a 
break to remember. 

Just stepping out of the car on arrival, imme¬ 
diately the freshness in the air took my breath 
away as I gazed upon rabbits scuttling around 
in the undergrowth. Then into the lodge itself, 
one of 100 sparingly dotted around the park, 
with enough space between to offer a real feeling 
of comfortable isolation - unlike some holiday 
parks where you can see what your neighbours 
are eating for breakfast. 

Membership 

Beautifully kitted out with all the mod-cons 
you will ever need, the lodges provide five-star 
self-catering luxury with a surprising amount of 
space, and if you are so inclined, a hot-tub all 
to yourself. Darwin Forest is a perfect base for 
touring and my wife and I had already taken ad¬ 
vantage of our National Trust membership and 
visited Hardwick Hall before our arrival. 

The highlights? An amazing walk, a huge pot 
of tea, and a stumpery in the lovely gardens - 
yes, a Victorian idea of building a unique wil¬ 
derness around tree trunks with their gnarled 
shapes, Alan Titchmarsh would be proud. 

We opted for a couple of walks during our stay, 
which at some points became scrambles, with a 
fair few hundred feet either side of us, but stun¬ 
ning nevertheless - Mam Tor at Castleton and 
the thrilling Chrome Hill, near Hollinsclough. 


It was particularly surreal to come across 
what was described as ‘the broken road’ near 
Mam Tor - basically a landslide some years ago 
put paid to Castleton having a main road out of 
the village after it collapsed and pedestrians now 
have access to this unique experience of walking 
on something akin to a disaster movie film set. 

We interspersed our exertions with excursions 
to Matlock Bath and the Heights of Abraham - 
a must-see, considering our location; along with 
visits to the charming Chesterfield and Buxton, 
with it’s pretty Pavilion Gardens. 

But the beauty of Darwin Forest is the vast 
spectrum of facilities and activities on offer, so 
that if you’re not in the mood for tootling around 
and just want to spend time among the pines, 
there is plenty to do. 

There are superb leisure facilities available, a 
lovely swimming pool, well-stocked gym as well 
as beauty treatments, with my other half opting 
for the de-stress massage session, and she gave 
that a big thumbs-up, having been trained as a 
masseuse herself. There is plenty to offer for the 
youngsters, with its Little Monkeys play area 


and the Activity Den that has arcade games, 
table tennis, air hockey and pool tables, to keep 
the bigger kids happy. 

Everywhere you look there is a real feeling of 
everything being in its right place, with lovely 
decor for instance in the Foresters bar and res¬ 
taurant, plus the Explorers cafe - perfectly com¬ 
plementing the unique surroundings. Families 
with dogs are welcome too and there are plenty of 
trails for walking and cycling, with bikes also for 
hire.

Finally, we did try the Trim Trak - a trail 
including a few physical challenges along the 
way! I thank the lord that there was no CCTV 
to record my attempts at the monkey bars and 
climbing wall, where it took all my gumption, 
despite scaling the heights of the Peak District, 
to come down the other side, sliding down a 10ft 
high wooden bar! 

Still, at least the rabbits had a good laugh...

It's a tough cookie 
make no mistake

Kia’s third generation Sportage back in 2010 was a 
real game changer for the Korean company which 
was well known for decent cars with very good 
warranties, but there was little else to make you very 
interested. 

Then along came the stylish SUV designed by Peter 
Schreyer which started to turn heads. And this year 
the fourth generation, also designed by German-born 
Schreyer who put his mark on the Audi TT, is turning 
heads even further. 

The Sportage crossover has been Kia’s best-selling 
model in the UK, stealing sales from other brand’s 
offerings, and the latest model certainly looks to 
continue that trend. Buyers see it as a quality car, well 
equipped, well priced, excellent warranty and a good 
looker. There are 18 variants with prices starting from 
£17,995 on-the-road including for the first time GT-Line 
versions which add an even more sporty flourish to 
the range. The line-up is headed by the luxurious First 
Edition model, priced at £31,645. GT-Line models start 
at £24,350. 

Four engines and three transmissions are available 
including a 1.6 litre T-GDi (turbocharged gasoline 
direct injection) unit and a 7DCT (seven-speed dual¬ 
clutch automatic) gearbox, both of which are reserved 
exclusively for GT-Line. In addition there are a 1.6 litre 
GDi petrol and 1.7 and 2.0 litre turbodiesel power units 
from the third generation but now all with improved 
fuel economy and C02 reductions of up to 29g/km, 
which means lower company car tax for the Sportage’s 
business drivers. 

The six trim lines are badged 1,2,3, 4, GT-Line and 
First Edition. All versions powered by the 1.6 litre GDi 
and 1.7 litre CRDi engines are front-wheel drive, while 
those powered by the 1.6 litre T-GDi unit and the two 2.0 
litre CRDi diesels have all-wheel drive. 

All versions of Sportage are generously equipped and 
feature an extensive package of comfort, convenience 
and safety items. Standard across the range are 16 
inch alloy wheels and all-round disc brakes, a black 
diamond-mesh grille with chromed surround, front 
foglights, LED daytime running lamps, cornering lights, 
chrome-coated belt-line mouldings, smart black cloth 
upholstery with a grey headlining, electrically adjustable 
door mirrors, a leather-trimmed steering wheel and 
gearshifter, all-round electric windows, air conditioning, 
a DAB radio, Bluetooth with music streaming, USB and 
AUX ports, 12-volt power outlet in the front and rear, 
Trailer Stability Assist, Hill-start Assist, Downhill Brake 
Control and cruise control with speed limiter. 

I tried out the 1.7 CRDI ‘2’ Eco which at £22,050 on- 
the-road is probably the best value in its sector. There’s 
a whole raft of specification in addition to that already 
mentioned, with one of the best satellite navigation 
systems in its audio/communication and information 
systems. On top of that, as with all Sportages in the 
range, you get a seven year/100,000 mile warranty, 
anti-perforation warranty, paint warranty and roadside 
assistance. 

Inside there’s plenty of legroom all round and a large 
boot. Plus the rear seats have a 60/40 split fold and you 
also get reclining seats. Quality of interior finish is high 
and smart and the dashboard is tidy, too many today 
are far too cluttered and mixed up, with everything 
clearly marked and not an initial guessing game to see 
just what they will do! And the buttons are not made 
for the tiniest fingers to operate. Getting a good driving 
position is easy to achieve and, of course, there’s a wide 
view all round of the road. 

On the road the Sportage is stable and precise on 
winding country roads (and I did a lot of driving on 
those during the test) and was very comfortable on 
a long motorway journey covering hundreds of miles 
smoothly and leaving me fairly refreshed at the end. 

And fuel economy was impressive. It’s rare to achieve 
the ‘official’ figures from any manufacturer but I did get 
very close to the 61.4 mpg in my combined cycle of 
lanes and motorways on a 400-mile trip. In fact I had to 
keep checking the range to ensure I didn’t run out on 
some of the more remote sections of the journey. 

Safety is always important and besides all the active 
and passive systems on board, Sportage has a five 
star safety rating from Euro NCAP - earning particular 
mention of its ability to protect passengers of all sizes 
in all seats. And NCAP is a tough cookie from which to 
gain top star rating. Kia’s team has made the Sportage 
an even better. Wait for the awards to come rolling in.

Fiat’s 124 Spider has a driver-focused cockpit

Amazingly, the 124 manages to be both very new and 
hardly new at all. It shares little more than a name 
with the old 124, which went out of production in the 
1980s, but it shares much with a far more modern 
roadster - the fourth-generation Mazda MX-5. 

The bodywork takes cues from the old car, what with 
the round headlights and the wide, vertical grille, but 
applies them in a distinctly modern way. The majority of 
the underpinnings, meanwhile, are pretty much straight 
from Mazda’s much-acclaimed drop-top. 

Granted, the suspension has been tweaked, but 
otherwise the only major change is the new powertrain. 
Unlike the MX-5, which uses naturally aspirated 1.5 and 
2.0-litre engines, the 124 gets a 1.4-litre turbocharged 
engine. It sits between the two Mazda engines in power 
output, but the turbocharger gives it more torque and 
more mid-range grunt. 

No matter which angle you approach it from, the 124 
Spider is an impossibly pretty car. From the wide front 
and the wide, rounded headlights to the creases in the 
long bonnet and the square tail lights, it’s a stunning 
thing to look at. 

Inside, it’s basically identical to the MX-5, with the 
circular air vents, driver-focused cockpit and seven- 
inch infotainment system that perches on the main 
dashboard. There are a few differences, though, such 
as the optional Tobacco leather fitted to our test car and 
the gear lever, which is slightly more comfortable and 
ergonomic. 

As with the MX-5, the 124 Spider is hardly the last word 
in spaciousness. It’s only a two-seater, and there isn’t 
even a glove box as such, although you do get a small 
cubbyhole in the centre console and a lockable box 
between the seats. 

Official 

There is a little more space in the boot, but it’s hardly 
cavernous back there. Official figures tell you there’s 140 
litres of space, although you’d be hard pushed to get 
much in. The opening is far narrower than the boot itself 
and because there’s a huge boot lip, you’ll have to heft 
heavy items quite a way to drop them in. 

It’s more than just the lack of storage that makes the 
car impractical, however - it’s the lack of adjustability. 
The seat has plenty of fore and aft adjustment, but the 
backrest adjustment is notchy and the seat base doesn’t 
move up and down. The biggest problem, though, is 
that the steering wheel doesn’t adjust for reach. It’s a 
small issue really, because it’ll be fine for most, but taller 
drivers might struggle to get comfortable. 

With the MX-5 as a baseline, it’s no surprise that the 
124 Spider is a great car to drive, but there is a very 
different character to the Fiat.The 138bhp engine may be 
less powerful than the MX-5’s 158bhp 2.0-litre unit, but it 
offers similar performance. The 7.5-second sprint from 
0-62mph is two-tenths slower than the Mazda’s, but the 
134mph top speed is marginally faster. 

In the real world, though, it actually feels substantially 
quicker than the Mazda. The turbocharger gives it real 
punch and means you don’t have to drop so many cogs 
when overtaking. There is a touch of turbo lag, which is a 
little annoying, but keeping it on the boost is a small, yet 
rewarding, challenge. 

Whereas the MX-5 is pin-sharp, the Fiat is a little 
woollier on turn-in, and the body rolls more than the 
Mazda. 

The steering, too, is a touch less direct. But those small 
concessions don’t stop it being a really good car to drive 
briskly. The MX-5 is the ultimate driver’s car, and though 
the 124 is a half-step behind in terms of excitement and 
involvement, it’s actually a far better all-rounder. 

The 124 Spider pricing starts from £19,545, which buys 
you the basic Classica trim. It’s £1,100 more expensive 
than the basic 1.5-litre MX-5, but you do get the more 
potent turbocharged engine, 16-inch alloy wheels, 
keyless start and air conditioning, as well as other 
niceties such as cruise control. 

Upgrading to the £22,295 Lusso gives you 17-inch 
alloys, climate control and the seven-inch infotainment 
system, which comes with satellite navigation and a 
reversing camera. 

At the top of the range, however, is the £23,295 Lusso 
Plus, which adds leather upholstery, automatic lights and 
wipers and a Bose surround sound system.

This is one for real car enthusiasts of the future: 
what’s the difference between the ‘old’ Mazda 
version? 

The answer - in visual terms - is a little testing because 
the changes are indeed subtle. But underneath the skin 
is a very different story. It sounds and feels like a whole 
new car, as it benefits from some of the latest technology 
handed down from the flaghship Mazda6. The use of new 
and higher quality materials in the cabin is obvious. But 
the real story is how the 2017 car feels to drive - quieter, 
smoother and more refined - as well as being safer. 

Prices range from £17,595 to £24,195, meaning a model 
for model increase of around £200 despite the raft of 
improvements. There are two petrol engines and two 
diesels, including the tax-busting 1.5 litre oil burner added 
to the 3 range last year with its 99g/km C02 rating. 

It’s a good-looker in any company, particularly (for me) 
the coupe styling of the Fastback model, although the 
hatchback is likely to be the biggest seller. There’s no 
mistaking where ‘Son of 3’ gets its sleek looks from, The 
changes are in the detail, with a bolder new grille and 
badge and revised fog lamp housing, plus a new bumper 
for hatchback models. The real giveaway is the new door 
mirrors which now incorporate wrap-around indicator 
lights. 

The overall impression of the cabin is of a major 
upgrade, thanks to higher quality materials and new 
trim. The adoption of an electronic handbrake (which 
automatically releases as you let in the clutch) frees up 
space for a bigger centre console storage box with sliding 
cover. What you don’t see, but do experience as you 
drive, is the considerable extra soundproofing in the roof, 
doors, dashboard and transmission tunnel, as well as 
new door seals. 

Whether petrol or diesel, the new Mazda3 must be one 
of the quietest cars in its class: indeed its a whispering 
rival to some more expensive brands. This sound 
reduction is enhanced on diesel models technology 
called transient control, which reduces turbo lag 
(meaning brisker, petrol-like initial acceleration) as well as 
reducing diesel rattle on start-up or under load. 

But one of the biggest changes is Mazda’s G-Vectoring 
- something you’ll never hear, feel or see but will be 
imperceptively be there, working away to make you seem 
a better, smoother driver. 

Put simply, its computer brain monitors throttle and 
steering inputs and subtly varies torque between the 
driven wheels, aiding turn-in, traction and stability. 

Combined with improvements to the MacPherson strut 
suspension, this endows the new 3 with a significantly 
smoother, more comfortable ride in a car which can 
match many a hot hatchback for its dynamic abilities. 

While the instrument display is revised for greater clarity, 
a new head-up display atop the instrument binnacle is an 
excellent option. Now in colour, it displays your speed, the 
local speed limit and includes traffic sign recognition, as 
well as satnav instructions which are clearly displayed on 
a transparent perspex3 Hatchback is screen. 

The 3 hatchback is a full five seater, with plenty of head 
and legroom for adults even in the rear. Boot space is 364 
litres, rising to 1,263 litres with the rear seats folded flat. 

The most economical engine is the 1.5 litre, 105PS 
turbo diesel, with 270Nm of torque (more than the 2.0 
litre petrol stablemate) for quiet, easy cruising on long 
motorway runs. It’s 0 to 62mph time is a class average 11 
seconds, but those who go for this option will be attracted 
by its official 74.3mpg average economy, with a road tax 
free 99g/km C02 rating. Perhaps more popular with the 
business sector will be the 150PS, 2.2 litre diesel with a 
whopping 380Nm of torque. It’s the sprinter of the family 
yet is still credited with economy of just over 60mpg and 
a low 104g/km of C02. The 2.0 litre petrol’s vital statistics 
are 8.9 seconds, 55.4mpg, and 119g/km of C02. 

There are four trim levels to chose from, with impressive 
levels of equipment. Many of the technological options 
are safety-based, including the ‘smart city brake’ system 
which uses radar sensors to warn, and if necessary, brake 
the car to prevent a rear end collision. 

There’s also ‘emergency indicators’ - hard braking 
switches on the hazard warning lights for a few flashes, 
alerting drivers behind that you’ve just pulled up rather 
quicker than they might have expected. 

The new Mazda3 hasn’t changed a lot of the outside - 
but since it still looks sleek and modern, why would you 
change it?

Skoda enters the mid-sized SUV segment with this 
Kodiaq, a model with class-leading passenger 
space, plenty of luxurious touches and the option of 
seven seats. 

It can tow up to 2.5-tonnes and has the largest boot 
in the class too. In other words, you’d have to take this 
contender seriously. 

The mainstream Kodiaq engine range is built around 
two TDI diesel units and a trio of TSI petrol powerplants. 

Most will want the 2.0-litre TDI unit, offered with either 
150 or 190PS, with the pokier version able to accelerate 
this large SUV to 62mph in 8.6s on the way to 130mph. 
The range of petrol engines consists of two 1.4 TSI 
units, plus a 2.0 TSI powerplant. 

The entry-level 1.4 TSI generates 125PS and 200Nm 
of torque, while the pokier 1.4 option manages 150PS 
and 250Nm of pulling power. 

The top-of-the-range 2.0TSI petrol engine develops 
180PS with a decent 320Nm of torque. It’ll be a rare 
choice though. 

Possibly of more interest than the engines on offer 
will be the freshly-developed 7-speed dual-clutch auto 
gearbox, an option to the standard 6-speed manual 
with some variants. An optional ‘Driving Mode Select’ 
system enables the driver to tweak throttle response, 
steering feel and auto gearshift timings, plus on 4x4 
versions there’s a ‘Snow’ setting that optimises things 
for off road use. 

Front wheel drive is mandatory on the 1.4 TS1125PS 
petrol Kodiaq and optional on the 1.4 TSI 150PS or 2.0 
TDI 150PS derivatives. Most will want 4WD though and 
you have to have it on top petrol and diesel units that 
must also be coupled with the auto transmission. 

The Kodiaq’s styling conforms to the way you’d 
expect a big Skoda SUV to look, with a clear, precise 
and clean-cut shape marked out by a distinctive, highly 
recessed shoulder line. The wide, three-dimensional 
radiator grille is quite striking and the narrow, raked 
headlights look distinctive in appearance. TheKodiaq is 
one of the biggest VW Group models to be spun off the 
conglomerate’s MQB platform. 

It’s around 4.7m in length and the long wheelbase and 
short overhangs point to a large interior. 

That’s certainly what you get once you take a seat 
inside. This is a much bigger SUV than the brand’s 
Yeti, which ample room for heads, legs and knees. The 
boot’s huge too, large enough in fact to accommodate 
the optional fold-out third seating row that rival 
Volkswagen Tiguan and SEAT Ateca SUVs can’t offer. 

If you stick with the five-seat variant, there’s a 720-litre 
cargo area, extendable to 2,065-litres once you fold the 
rear bench. 

If the optional folding passenger seat is chosen, 
this SUV can transport items up to 2.80m long. An 
electrically operated tailgate is available, and a Kodiaq 
fitted with a drivetrain can tow a trailer weighing up to 
2.5-tonnes. It’s all very practical. 

Approach purchase of a Kodiaq armed with a budget 
in the £28,000 to £35,000 bracket and you’ll find 
you’ve managed your expectations about right. That’s 
about the same kind of money you’d need for obvious 
family SUV rivals that offer 7-seat options, cars like 
Kia’s Sorento, Hyundai’s Santa Fe and Mitsubishi’s 
Outlander. 

Equipment levels are quite generous. Even entry- 
level variants get Skoda’s ‘Swing’ infotainment system 
with its 6.5-inch screen. It can be supplemented with 
a smartphone Bluetooth connection and the ‘Skoda 
SmartLink’ set-up. ‘SmartLink’ supports the use of 
Apple CarPlay, Android Auto and MirrorLink. Plus 
there’s a ‘Phonebox’ option that charges a smartphone 
inductively using the Qi standard and connects to the 
car aerial - both processes occur wirelessly. There’s 
also the opportunity of specifying a ‘Skoda Connect’ 
package that gives you various online services, remote 
access to your car via a downloadable app and a ‘Care 
Connect’ system that provides emergency assistance. 

As for safety, well a ‘Front Assist including City 
Emergency Brake’ system is standard, using a radar 
to scan the road ahead for potential accident hazards 
as you drive. Adaptive Cruise Control, a ‘Driver Alert’ 
system to combat fatigue and a Traffic Jam Assist’ 
system are all optional.

Old gold memories as 
Wolves tops charted 


FEW football shirts are as iconic as the 
old gold and black of Wolverhampton 
Wanderers. 

First donned in 1889, the colours have graced the 
backs of Wolves greats through the good times and 
bad. Now the history of the shirt has been put in 
print by die-hard fan Steve Plant and the book was 
launched in style with a host of past and present play¬ 
ers, club staff and hundreds of fans. 

They Wore The Shirt, a 255-page coffee-table book, 
is the product of the author’s vast personal collection 
and his commitment to documenting the history of 
the club through the shirt. 

Only 1,877 copies have been produced - a nod to 
the year Wolves were formed - and it comprises glossy 
pictures of 113 shirts. 

Plant, aged 55, said: “There are many shirts in 
there that people will never have seen before and per¬ 
haps didn’t even know existed. It is the entire history 
of Wolves done from a different angle.” 

Flannel 

It begins by chronicling the club’s inception and the 
team founded in 1877 by a group of pupils at Blaken- 
hall’s St Luke’s school. Plant writes that knitted or 
worsted jerseys and later gentlemen’s flannel dress 
shirts typically formed a player’s attire at that time. 

Most notably the shirt worn by the early St Luke’s 
side featured blue and white hoops. By 1883 the club 
had switched to red and white vertical stripes - the 
reason still remains a mystery. 

In 1889 gold and black was adopted for the first 
time to match the colours of Wolverhampton’s coat 
of arms created a year earlier. The motto on the coat 
of arms read Out Of Darkness, Cometh Light - with 
black used to symbolise the dark and gold represent¬ 
ing the light. After a brief return to red and white in 
1890, a new Football League order requiring teams to

register official colours forced Wolves back into gold 
and black stripes to avoid a clash with Sunderland. 

The earliest shirt pictured is the 1907-08 home jer¬ 
sey. It is believed to be the oldest Wolves jersey in ex¬ 
istence. It came to Plant via a dusty attic in Canada. 

There is a suggestion that it may have belonged to 
John Brodie, who played a key part in the formation 
of Wolverhampton Wanderers, with his family be¬ 
lieved to have emigrated to Canada. 

Other notable entries include the shirts worn by 
Wolves greats in the hugely successful 1950s. 

Among them are the floodlight friendly fluores¬ 
cent gold shirts made famous by a series of challenge 
matches against top Continental club sides. 

Amon the pictures are the very shirt worn by Hon- 
ved hero Roy Swinbourne who provided the catalyst 
for the famous victory over the Hungarian side in 
1954, shirts from Wolves FA Cup victories and an 
England shirt worn by Billy Wright against Germany. 

A selection of popular Umbro shirts follow from 
between 1970 and 1986 including the 1977-79 home 
jersey, voted the club’s most popular of all time in 
a Twitter poll conducted by Plant. The book then 
enters ‘The Bully Years’ with the iconic sponsors in¬ 


cluding Staw Distribution, Mander Paint & Ink and 
Goodyear. 

Its final section charts the Millennium Years in¬ 
cluding the 2002-03 play-off final shirt worn by 
goalscorer Nathan Blake. 

Plant started collecting Wolves shirts to show his 
father John after he was diagnosed with pancreatic 
cancer and given just months to live by doctors. 

He said: “I would take each shirt round to show 
him as I got it and you could see it would put a sparkle 
in his eye. That was when I started buying anything 
and everything Wolves related.” 

Proceeds from the sale of the book will go to Bir¬ 
mingham Children’s Cancer Unit with the hope of 
raising £20,000. 

Favourites 

Among those attending the launch at the WV1 Bar 
in the Stan Cullis Stand were current skipper Danny 
Batth, team-mates Nouha Dicko and Richard Stear- 
man and old favourites Steve Bull, John Richards, 
Kenny Hibbitt, Phil Parkes, Willie Carr, Steve Daley 
and Colin Brazier. TV presenter Jacqui Oatley and 
former players George Elokobi and Matt Jarvis sent 
messages via a special video. 

Plant said: “The Wolves shirt is the fabric of the 
club and it reminded me why I have given so many 
years, through good times and bad, watching Wolver¬ 
hampton Wanderers.” 

Current players modelled the shirts for the book 
including Batth who said: “It’s the story behind the 
strips that everyone’s interested in and it’s nice to be 
part of and to be able to show my support.” 

Record goalscorer Steve Bull said: “It’s unbelieva¬ 
ble. I didn’t know what half of those shirts were like.” 

Hibbitt added: “Looking at some of the photo¬ 
graphs in there brings a tear to your eye when you 
see all the boys.”

‘BAGGIES Bomber’ Tommy Langford 
has suffered another blow in his quest to 
become British middleweight champion 
by his title fight being postponed. 

Langford had been due to vie with 
Sam Sheedy for the vacant belt at the 
Motorpoint Arena in Cardiff a week on 
Saturday. But the show has been pushed 
back to Saturday November 26, due to 
circumstances elsewhere on the card. 

Injuries to WBO world middleweight 
champion Billy Joe Saunders and British 
super welterweight titlist Liam Williams 
has ruled them out of the original date. 

Promoter Frank Warren has decided 
to push his bill back a month, meaning 
a frustrating wait for Langford. The 
27-year-old has already seen his fight 
left in limbo once, after champion Chris 
Eubank Jnr withdrew citing an elbow 
injury and gave up his title. 

Sheedy took the opportunity to go for 
glory on a BoxNation-televised card at 
shorter notice, after winning an elimina¬ 
tor against Redditch’s Andrew Robinson 
through a points split decision. 

Both co-challengers are now left kick¬ 
ing their heels and re-evaluating their 
training camps, with Langford forlorn 
at the latest setback. He said on Face- 
book: “Absolutely gutted the show has 
been delayed. Full refunds are available. 
I know it doesn’t solve all of the money 
(my supporters) spent on travel and ho¬ 
tels and, for this, I’m extremely sorry. 

Warren added: “We have, obviously, 
not had a lot of luck with this event, 
first of all being let down by Chris Eu¬ 
bank Jnr and now the two main fights 
on a card falling out on the same day. 
We have no choice but to postpone the 
card to a month later.”

Lai was at The Hawthorns on Sat¬ 
urday for Albion’s 1-1 draw with Tot¬ 
tenham, attending his first Baggies 
match since his £175million takeover of 
the club was approved by the Premier 
League and the Financial Conduct Au¬ 
thority. 

He met Pulis for a 10-minute infor¬ 
mal chat beforehand and took the club’s 
senior management team out for dinner 
afterwards. 

Still in the early stages of ownership, 
it’s understood the 42-year-old eco-town 
entrepreneur - who has never owned a 
football club before - does not plan to 
make any big decisions just yet. 

Pulis’s current contract, believed to be 
worth £2 million a year, runs out at the 
end of the season. 

He’s divided opinion among support¬ 
ers for the past 18 months, and this 
summer, season ticket renewals at The 
Hawthorns fell considerably. 

Last month he came under fire after 
a run of one win in 14 games and ten¬ 
sion between him and Williams mounted 
after a statement from the new chair¬ 
man appeared to blame the head coach 
for a disappointing transfer window. 

However, the Baggies have since gone 
on an unbeaten run of four games. They 
sit comfortably in mid-table and rela¬ 
tions between Pulis and Williams have 
improved.“John has been fine,” said the 
head coach. “He understands the game 
and how difficult it is.” 

Pulis is happy to continue with his 
current contract expiring next summer.
